Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 allowed 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish an integrated circuit including a field effect transistor comprising a gate conductor 
having an even number of fingers disposed between alternating source and drain regions of a 
substrate where fingers are disposed in a pattern over an area of said substrate having a length in 
a horizontal direction where there areas equals to the length multiplied by a width in a vertical 
direction occupied by an odd number of the fingers.
